Heritage building demolished

cials finished their investigation and agreed the cause of the fire could not be determined. Most recently a restaurant, the histor— 
icl 860 building was destroyed in an overnight fire that started in the basement kitchen just before midnight Tuesday, Oct. 7.

A heritage building on 
Queen St. in Niagara-on- 
the-Lake gutted by fire was 
demolished Friday, with 
no cause determined. 

“We were able to take a 
good look around,” said 
NOTL fire chief Alex 
Burbidge. 

“We know the area of 
origin - the kitchen in the 
basement - but not what 
started it. We would have 
liked to have an answer, 
but in the end we have 
come to this as the best 
solution. We will not be 
able to determine a 

Damage was estimated 
at more than $1 million, 
said the fire chief. 

Some of the equipment 
that might have identified 
a cause for the fire was too 
badly burned to be tested, 
said Burbidge. 

Niagara Regional Police 


kept a 24-hour watch on 65 
Queen St. until the investi¬ 
gation was completed 
Friday, said Burbidge. 

Before ordering the 
demolition, the fire chief 
representatives from the 
Ontario Fire Marshal’s 
office and insurance 
adjusters agreed they 
would not be able to find 
what caused the fire at the 
Andiamo Ristorante, which 
opened at the beginning of 
the season. 

Following the demoli¬ 
tion, which closed Queen 
St. in front of the building 
Friday, the area around the 
lot was boarded up to make 
it safe for pedestrians. 

The sidewalk in front of 
the building had been cor¬ 
doned off for three days, 
forcing pedestrians around 
it. 

Four NOTL fire stations 
had responded to a call 
from a monitoring system 
at 11:50 p.m. Tuesday, and 
50 volunteers firefighters 
fought through the night to 
contain the blaze.

The original part of the 
building was destroyed, 
and a rear addition com¬ 
promised. 

The building, according 
the NOTL planning depart¬ 
ment, was known as 
McCrae Hall. It was built 
around 1860 and was 
described as classical or 
Greek revival style, and 
was one of the oldest and 
most important heritage 
buildings in the Queen- 
Picton Heritage 

Conservation District. 

The district plan called 
it “a beautiful historic 
building.” 

The original portion of 
the building did not have 
firewalls, but the firefight¬ 
ers were able to contain it 
and prevent the fire spread¬ 
ing to neighboring build¬ 
ings. 

The NOTL fire depart¬ 
ment did “an awesome 
job” of containing the fire, 
said Scott Evenden, a 
supervisorwiththe Ontario 
Fire Marshal’s office. 

“Hats off to them." 

Taylors on one side and 
Bistro Six-One, another 
restaurant, on the other, 
sustained water and smoke 
damage and are expected 
to be closed several weeks. 

In October 2009, an 
electrical fire destroyed 
two historic buildings on 


Queen St., razing five busi¬ 
nesses and two apartments 
and causing about $5 mil¬ 
lion in damages. The fire 


left a gaping hole on the 
street for almost two years, 
while the two property 
owners worked through 


the rebuilding process with 
the planning department 
and the Town’s heritage 
advisory committee.

ago, suggested changing the sta¬ 
tus quo “is a matter of how we do 
it and keep all taxpayers on the 
same page.” 

Council hopeful Bill 
Auchterlonie said the Town 
showed its reluctance to overturn 
the original "bad decision. That’s 
two down for us - it’s time to fix 
it" 

Incumbent Jamie King said he 
has studied the issue and feels he 
made a mistake when he voted 
against St. Davids’ request for aid 
two years ago - but mistakes can 
be fixed. “I would support munic¬ 
ipal ownership and replacement, 
because it’s the right thing to do.”

Grinder pumps, schools and 
public transit were the issues on 
the minds of St. Davids voters at 
an all-candidates meeting 
Wednesday. 

About 100 people crammed 
into the St. Davids Lions Hall to 
hear candidates for mayor and 
council introduce themselves 
and their platforms, and answer 
three questions. 

Grinder pumps was one of the 
three - they have been a problem 
for some villagersv since the 
installation of the sewer system 
about a decade ago, and the 
financial burden on residents 
with pumps was identified as one 
of the main concerns leading up 
to the election 

St. Davids Ratepayers 
Association member A1 Steip, 


moderator of Thursday’s meet¬ 
ing, came to council about two 
years ago to ask for some finan¬ 
cial compensation for villagers 
who were paying about $2,000 for 
pump replacements, but was 
turned down - only Councillor 
Martin Mazza voted in favour of 
Steip’s proposal at that time. 

Now the association wants the 
Town to take ownership of the 
grinder pumps, keep a stock of 
diem and replace failing equip¬ 
ment at no charge, leveling the 
financial playing field for those in 
St. Davids who were forced to 
accept the grinder pumps. 
Candidates were asked if they 
would support that proposal, and 
most, but not all, agreed. 

Pat Darte, hoping to be the 
next lord mayor, said he has been 
working with St. Davids residents 
and the Town to facilitate a solu¬ 
tion, "to no avail.” 


Some residents have been 
through five pumps, and almost 
all have had one that has failed, 
he said. “The system was wrong 
from the beginning, pumping 
stuff uphill. Something has to be 
done right away.” 

But Dave Eke, seeking a sec¬ 
ond term as mayor, was not con¬ 
vinced there is a problem. In 
2014, he said, there were only five 
complaints. “The main problem 
was installation, and since then 
they’ve been fixed.” He men¬ 
tioned a friend in Bevan Heights 
who had his pump replaced for 
Just $400, he said, raising the ire 
of the St. Davids crowd. 

Council candidate Kenn 
Moody, a St. Davids resident, said 
grinder pumps are municipal 
utility equipment, and most 
municipalities who rely on them 
treat them as such. 

“The town should inventory a 
supply of pumps and fix 
them when residents 
have a problem. Let’s 
get it on the agenda 
and get it done." 

Incumbent Jim 
Collard, a supporter of 
grinder pumps 10 years

Incumbent Terry Flynn, 
now a St. Davids resident 
who was also originally a 
supporter of grinder pumps 
and voted against the Town 
providing assistance to St. 
Davids, blamed “the old 
guard at public works. We 
have a new staff, new 
research. We have to look at 
it, take responsibility, have it 
addressed and maybe look 
at a pro-rated rebate sys- 

Candidate Betty Disero 
says the Town should have 
put a reserve fund in place to 
look after five to 10 faulty 
grinder pumps each year. 

“Sewage is the responsi¬ 
bility of the municipality, 
and that includes grinder 
pumps.” 

Martin Mazza suggested 
that “like the grinder pumps, 
this council has failed you." 

He suggested funds from 
a $700,000 surplus could 
solve the problem. 

“On Oct. 27, vote for peo¬ 
ple who will make true on 
their words," he said. 

Councillor Gary Zalepa 
Jr. suggested a solution that 
would see St. Davids resi¬ 
dents who have paid for 
sewers share the cost of 
grinder pumps, and the town 
could bill accordingly. 

Candidate Maria Rekrut 
questioned why residents 
have been putting up with 
the grinder pump situation 
for 10 years. 

“I wouldn’t put up with 
it," she said. “I’ll fight for you 
- I’ll make it happen.” 

Transit is also on the 
minds of St Davids voters, 
who feel they have been 
neglected when it comes to 
the public bus system that 
was initiated in 2012. 

Candidates were asked if 
they would support an 
expansion of bus service to 
include St. Davids, and if so. 

Yes, said Zalepa. And 
when? The first council 
meeting, he said, when he 
would make a motion to 
expand public transit. “I’d 
like to see it on the road in 
six months.” 

“I’ll see your six months, 
and raise you four, to two 
months,” Mazza responded 
to Zalepa. 

Bill Cowie suggested a 
dial-a-bus system has 
worked in other communi¬ 


ties, and could work in 
NOTL. 

“We need to make transit 
more accessible for St. 
Davids,” said candidate 
Sandra O'Connor, “for those 
who live here and those who 
want to come here.” 

Bau-Coote said she 
thought transit should 
include St. Davids and 
Queenston from the begin¬ 
ning, and was told they 
would be added eventually. 
"I definitely support adding 
transit to St. Davids and 
Queenston.” 

“It should have been 
implemented a year ago,” 
said Miele. 

“I’ll make sure it happens. 
Council needs to be listened 
to and staff needs to adhere 
to the will of council.’ 

King also said he sup¬ 
ports the expansion of tran¬ 
sit, and would like to see 
benches and shelters at busy 
stops, and further work with 
the region on a high-speed 
rail system. 

Expanded transportation 
is important in the face of 
GO service, said 
Auchterlonie. “We have to 
get or at together so we can 
say we’ll do our part if you 
do yours." 

Collard says in addition 
to GO service, he would like 
to see a parking facility in 
Glendale for a permanent 
hub .He also endorsed a 
dial-a-ride service. "We 
don’twantabus going where 
it isn’t needed.” 

Eke spoke of the initia¬ 
tion of a public transit sys¬ 
tem in 2012 as a “first step.” 

The next step, he said, is 
to reassess “and see where it 
goes. That decision will be 
with the new council.” 

Darte said there was a 
system set up to include St 
Davids and Queenston 
before the last election, but 
that the current system isn't 
working as well as everybody 
expected. “We should be 
doing something now, 
before winter.” 

Education is the other 
question on the minds of St. 
Davids residents, with a 
school that is reaching over¬ 
crowding. 

Eke spoke about working 
with the province on a rural 
solution, and criticized his 
opponent, Darte, for not 
going to meetings to support 
Parliament Oak School, slat¬ 
ed for closure. 


But Darte said he has 
been working with CARE, 
the group fighting to keep 
the Old Town school open. 
CARE members have helped 
him with a proposal he has 
made to the Catholic board 
for a high school in NOTL, 
he said. 

"“That’s being proactive, 
and I think we've got a pretty 
good shot of getting a high 


Education activist Don 
MacDougall, a retired high 
school teacher, said the first 
step is changing the way 
NOTL votes for trustees. 
“According to the board, 
Niagara Falls starts this side 
of Niagara Stone Rd.,” he 
said. 

People in St. Davids are 
among 2,000 to 3,000 voters 


who are deprived of the right 
to vote for the trustees that 
make decisions for their 
children, he said, with $16 
million to be spent over the 
next four years, “and no one 
to speak for your kids.” 

John Wiens said he was 
pleased the Town is support¬ 
ing the battle to keep 
Parliament Oak open. 

“We all need to unite and 


bring a high school back to 
NOTL.” 

Miele used the example 
of Penetanguishene, which 
formed a school board with 
one elementary school that 
serves about 260 students, as 
something that could solve 
the problems of school clo¬ 
sure in NOTL. “It only takes 
five families to form a board," 
he said.

Time to think about voting 


With the municipal election less than 
two weeks away, it’s a good time to start 
thinking about options. 

Twenty candidates are running for 12 
positions in Niagara-on-the-Lake. All but 
one incumbent from the last term is hop¬ 
ing to be returned to serve another four 
years. Some candidates are veteran poli¬ 
ticians, with 20 years’ experience or more, 
and it’s so easy to be lazy and simply vote 
for the familiar name and face, but that’s 
not the best use of a vote. 

One multi-term candidate has said it’s 
good to have a mix of experience and 
new blood on council, and that seems 
like a sensible approach. 

Before going to a polling station to 
mark your ballot, think about the records 
of the incumbents. When they speak 
about their accomplishments, ask your¬ 
self about their individual role - whether 
the issue is transit or the new Glendale 
mall or a budget surplus, how much did 


the incumbent contribute? Which of the 
promises from the last election have been 
kept? If some of the issues are the same as 
four years ago, how much progress has 
been made? 

Look at the list of new council candi¬ 
dates, and take an opportunity, if possi¬ 
ble, to meet them. Do they have fresh, 
sensible solutions to ongoing issues? Are 
they sincere? Logical? Would their pres¬ 
ence make council more effective, more 
transparent, more responsible to the vot¬ 
ers? If the answer is yes, don’t be afraid to 
give them a chance. 

We know there will be at least one new 
councillor elected to fill an empty council 
seat, but there is no reason why there 
can’t be more new faces around the table 
- it just means giving the election a litde 
more thought But whether you choose 
incumbents or those seeking their first 
term, take a bit of time to make it a con¬ 
sidered, informed choice.

Tree bylaw 
on private 
property 
‘fraught 
with peril’ 

There is no doubt that 
trees are one of our most 
valuable resources in 
Niagara-on-the-Lake, or 
any community for that 

In light of the devastat¬ 
ing onslaught of the emer¬ 
ald ash borer that is cur- 
rendy ravaging the Niagara 
region, this resource has 
become that much more 


valuable. Tree experts have 
estimated that within the 
next three to five years, our 
ash trees will be history. 
Evidence of this ash borer 
damage is clearly visible 
throughout our communi¬ 
ty already. On the other 
hand, this tree epidemic 
can give all of us to an 
opportunity to replace 
these ash trees with more 
diverse and hardy native 
specimens. 

In a recent advertise¬ 
ment in the Niagara 
Advance (Thurs. Sept.25), 
the Niagara Foundation 
published questions for 
our mayoral and council 
candidates in the upcom¬ 
ing municipal election. I 
congratulate the founda¬ 
tion for asking about the 
protection of trees in 


NOTL, however, I must 
point out that their state¬ 
ment that the Town has no 
strategy for protecting trees 
on public or private prop¬ 
erty is incorrect. 

At the present time all 
trees on town property are 
in fact protected, including 
all trees in our parks, cem¬ 
eteries, and on all road 
allowances. Presendy, no 
trees on town property can 
be removed without the 
consent and approval of 
the tree commirtee. As 
well, public works has a 
general two-for-one policy 
that dictates the planting 
of two trees in exchange 
for the one removed. 

However, the present 
ash tree epidemic could 
affect this policy due to 
serious budget constraints. 


It should also be noted that 
parks and recreation under 
the guidance of J.B. 
Hopkins, has over the last 
10 years, implemented a 
co-ordinated effort to 
replace all the trees on 
Queen St. with a variety of 
native specimens. The 
results of this ongoing 
project has been very suc¬ 
cessful, and a model for 
other communities. 

In regard to trees on 
private property, tree-sav¬ 
ing efforts in new develop¬ 
ments are negotiated on a 
case-by-case basis. In 
addition, the Niagara 
Region has a Tree and 
Forest Conservation Bylaw 
which is applicable to all 
woodlands in the Niagara 
Region having an area of 


The Niagara Peninsula 
Conservation Authority is 
the agency responsible for 
administering and enforc¬ 
ing this bylaw on behalf of 
the Region. This bylaw 
came into existence in 
2008. 

The implementation of 
a bylaw to protect trees on 
private property in NOTL, I 
believe, could be fraught 
with peril. In theory, these 
bylaws are a very good 

Yes, some municipali¬ 
ties have them, but opin¬ 
ions vary greatly. The 
administration and 
enforcement of a private 
tree bylaw can become 
very cumbersome and 
expensive. Inevitably, 
enforcement leads to con¬ 
flict, resulting in costly 


court actions; and we all 
know who wins in that 

In general, people do 

property rights infringed 
upon, so I believe the 
answer is to promote new 
plantings, raise awareness, 
and educate the public 
about the importance of 
trees on an on going basis. 

As the Niagara 
Foundation requested in 
their recent advertisement, 
I bust that some of our 
municipal candidates will, 
at the all candidates’ meet¬ 
ings, express their opinions 
about a comprehensive 
strategy for protecting 
trees in our beautiful com¬ 
munity.

Everything about the 
building design and the 
units has been geared 
toward elegance and 
sophistication, and to 
demonstrate that com¬ 
mitment, the presenta¬ 
tion centre includes 
vignettes of a kitchen, 
washroom and lobby - 
all looking similar to 
what will be available 
in the condos, with the 
top-quality materials 
and built-in appliances 
purchasers can count 
on, says Paolicelli. 

There was opposi¬ 
tion at several public 
meetings leading up to 
rezoning the property

Buying school 
property keeps 
it in town 
control

Council should support 
thefighttokeepParliament 
Oak School open, but if 
efforts fail, the Town 
should buy the property, 
said one councillor-candi¬ 
date at Thursday's all-can- 
didates meeting in St. 
Davids. 

All candidates were 
asked about keeping 
schools open, but Betty 
Disero, running for coun¬ 
cil, broached the possibil¬ 
ity of failure and pointed 
out that “if you lose a 
school, you never get it 

She said she would urge 
council to purchase the 
King St. property, possibly 
to offer some educational 


programs, but if not at 
least to have control of its 

It’s a strategy the out¬ 
going council has adopted 
before - it wouldn’t be the 
first time the Town has 
bought a school from the 
board. It purchased the 
Laura Secord property in 
Queenston when that 
school closed and has told 
the District School Board 
of Niagara it is interested 
in buying the 28-acres of 
the former high school. 

Last spring, council 
members agreed the Town 
should pursue the possi¬ 
bility of purchasing the 
former Niagara District 
Secondary School proper¬ 
ty, and notified the board 
through an expression of 
interest that they wanted 
to negotiate. 

Niagara District 
Secondary School, on 
Niagara Stone Rd. at the 
entrance to the Old Town, 
closed in June 2010. The 
District School Board of 


Niagara used it as a 
resource centre for about 
two years after that, but 
it’s been empty since the 
end of 2013 and was put 
on the market early this 

The school board has a 
process it must follow 
before putting the prop¬ 
erty up for sale to the pub¬ 
lic. The site was declared 
surplus in January, and 
according to government 
regulations, the property 
must first be made avail¬ 
able to a group of pre¬ 
ferred agencies before it 
can be placed on the open 
market, including other 
school boards, colleges 
and universities and gov¬ 
ernment agencies. 

Then it becomes a mat¬ 
ter of negotiations which 
move forward with inter¬ 
ested buyers. 

That’s where the Town 
is at now with the school 
board, says Lord Mayor 
Dave Eke, and at this 
point, discussions occur 


in private. 

“Nothing has been 
decided yet," said Eke. 

With the exception of 
about six acres on Niagara 
Stone Rd., where the 
building is located, possi¬ 
bilities for the former 
NDSS property are limited 
by provincial greenbelt 
legislation, Eke said, and 
there is no decision on the 
part of the Town as to what 
it would do with the prop¬ 
erty should it be success¬ 
ful in acquiring it. 

But under Town own¬ 
ership, it would have con¬ 
trol over future uses of the 
property, said Eke. 

It’s a “geographically 
important" piece of prop¬ 
erty, he said, and he would 
like to see the Town “have 
the ability to use it from a 
standpoint of what’s best 
for the town and the resi- 

He compares the situa¬ 
tion to the Town purchase 
of the former Laura Secord 
property - the building 


and part of the property 
was sold to the Willowbank 
School of Restoration Arts, 
to be used as a second 
campus; a portion has 
been rezoned to sell for 
residential lots; and the 
Town will retain a portion 
as a park for the commu¬ 
nity. 

“We worked to come 
up with a proposal that 
was satisfactory for every¬ 
one, and I would call it a 
success story. With the 
NDSS property, we want 
what’s in the best interest 
our community, and to 
make sure it’s a suitable 
entrance to the Old 
Town.” 

Eke, when asked at the 
St. Davids meeting about 
preventing further closure 
of schools, admitted the 
Town’s relationship with 
the board is not the great- 

"I'm not a fan of what 
I’ve learned about the 
DSBN,” he said. 

“We tried to work with

Participants at last week’s 
InfoHealth lecture at the 
Niagara-on-the-Lake Public 
Library were quizzed on then 
knowledge of local and glob¬ 
al levels of physical activity. 

Niagara Campus of the 
Michael G. DeGroote School 
of Medicine third year stu¬ 
dents Stephanie Cargnelli 
and Sarah Payne presented 
“the magic pill" that can 
reduce symptoms from a 
number of common ail¬ 
ments, such as stroke, diabe¬ 
tes, high cholesterol, high 
blood pressure, depression 
and heart attack: exercise. 

The beauty of exercise is 
that you don’t need a pre¬ 
scription. The challenge of 
exercise is you have to be 
motivated, the audience was 



She encouraged short and 
long-term attainable goals to 
help focus exercise as a rou¬ 
tine, and said having some 
type of an activity reward for 
achieving goals can make 
the effort fun. 

"We were meant to move. 
It’s not necessary that we run 
a marathon, like the ancient 
Greek story of Pheidippides 


who died after running from 
Marathon to Athens,” said 
Dr.LeeAnneFacey-Crowther, 
supervising physician. 

"But never underestimate 
the value of brisk walking as 
healthy exercise.” 

The next InfoHealth pub¬ 
lic lecture, “Brain Training: 
Does it boost memory and 
reasoning powers?” will be

told. 

Compared to global reali¬ 
ties, said Cargnelli, 
our high incomes support 
lifestyles with time-saving 
devices and ample leisure 
time, yet when it comes to 
physical exercise we lag far 
behind countries with low 
incomes. 

While diet fads abound 
the challenge of obesity is 
often that we don’t connect 
lifestyle, physical activity and 
diet. 

“With busy lives it’s diffi¬ 
cult to get in a healthy meal 
with physical activity. 
Combine that with favorite 
television shows and favorite 
comfy chairs, and it leads to 
physical inactivity,” Cargnelli 

While fast food venues 
offer quick solutions to meal 
preparation, the diet leads to 
an epidemic of obesity. 

Cargnelli noted different 


types of exercise are benefi¬ 
cial. These include cardio¬ 
vascular, strength, flexibility, 
and balance. While a gym 
exercise membership is 
good, regular routines of 
daily activities can include a 
good workout, if you "work” 
at it 

One participant observed, 
“it helps if the activity is 
something you really enjoy.” 

These activities can 
include swimming, jogging, 


biking, gardening, mowing 
the lawn, and a vigorous 
walk. If done as a family or 
with friends the social bene¬ 
fits can multiple your moti- 

“It really helps to keep in 
mind, what motivates you to 
exercise" said Payne. 

“If you name what moti¬

Potential candidates to 
challenge Gary Burroughs 
should he be re-elected 
as regional councillor for 
Niagara-on-the-Lake 
include regional council¬ 
lors Bart Maves and Selina 
Volpatti of Niagara Falls, 
outgoing mayors Bill 
Hodgson of Lincoln and 
Vance Badawey of Port 
Colborne, Bruce Timms 
of St. Catharines and 
Henry D’Angela of 
Thorold. 


Maves, Timms and 
D'Angela were nominated 
for chair in 2010, with 
Maves coming in second 
to Burroughs in a 19-11 
final ballot vote by coun- 

Maves says although 
he believes he has the 
leadership skills required 
for the position, he has 
not made up his mind, if 
re-elected, about whether 
he would let his name 
stand for a position that 
pays slightly more than 
$117,000 annually. 

Volpatti, Hodgson and 
D’Angela say they were 
focused on being elected 
to council. 

“I’m going to leave that 
one alone until elected,” 
said Hodgson, who decid¬ 
ed not to vie for re-elec¬ 
tion as mayor of Lincoln 


in favour of filling the 
town’s regional council¬ 
lor position. 

“Quite simply, that’s

Hodgson added he 
“works hard at the Region, 
and I think I’m well 
respected... my plan real¬ 
ly is to keep building on 
that, and as far as the 
future, that’s a whole dif¬ 
ferent discussion that is 
going to have to happen.

D’Angela, who is chair 
of the Niagara Regional 
Police Services Board 
said: “At this time, I’m just 
focussing on getting 
myself elected as a region¬ 
al councillor.... I’m not 
going to worry about that 
until after the election." 

Volpatti offered a simi¬ 
lar response. 

"I’m concentrating on 
the election,” she said. “I 
haven’t gone beyond 
that.” 

Badawey’s announce¬ 
ment he would not seek 
re-election as mayor of 
Port Colborne, a position 
he held for 14 years, but 
would instead vie to 
become the south Niagara 
town's regional council¬ 
lor, set off speculation he 


was eyeing the chair’s 
position. 

“Right now, I’m just 
simply focussed on going 
into an election that 
hopefully will give me a 
seat on regional council,” 
he told QMI Agency 
Niagara in early 
September. 

"Right now, my priority 
and focus is getting a seat 
on regional council and 
bringing local interests to 
that table.” 

Burroughs told QMI 
Agency Niagara back in 
August he would “love” 
another term as regional 
chair should he be re¬ 
elected Oct. 27. 

“I would love it. I love 
my job,” Burroughs said. 
“I can't wait to get to work 
in the morning and see 
what new issues we’re 


going to tackle. But realis¬ 
tically, there are six or 
seven others who would 
also like the job, and I’m 
not even slightly assum¬ 
ing I’ll get it for another 

Voting for regional 
chair this time around 
will be limited to those 
elected to regional coun¬ 
cil. Previously, an unelect¬ 
ed person was eligible to 
become chair provided 
they were nominated by 
someone on council. 
Councillors changed the 
rules in this last term of 
office so that now the 
chair must come from the 
ranks of those on coun¬ 
cil.

Richard was out of options. He was sleeping in his car and spending his days at the racetrack while 
his wife Linda thought he was at work. Gambling more and more, trying to get out of financial trouble, 
he had drained his family’s savings and was deep in debt. In desperation, he asked his wife’s boss for 

“The first question my boss asked Richard was ‘Does Linda know?”’ explains Linda. “He had to admit 
that I didn’t. So, part of the agreement was my boss would lend him the money - but Richard had to 
tell me.” 

Linda’s first reaction to her husband’s confession? Anger. The second overwhelming feeling was guilt: 
“How did I miss this?" 

According to research from the Responsible 
Gambling Council (RGC), one in ten Ontarians 
report being negatively affected by someone 
else’s gambling - that’s over one million people. 

Problem gambling not only impacts the gambler, 
stressors can be felt by family and friends, with far- 
reaching emotional and financial repercussions. 

During its Problem Gambling Prevention Week 
(PGPW), RGC is reaching out to family and friends of 
people with potential gambling problems, providing 
information about how to spot a problem, protect 
finances and get help through local resources. The 
campaign highlights one of the key signs of a gambling 
problem: chasing losses - gambling more in order to 
win back losses or get out of financial trouble. 

There hadn’t been any obvious signs of a problem. 

Ves, money was tight, but it had been for a while. Linda 
hadn’t seen any of the bills because Richard always 
looked after the finances. As far as she was concerned, 

In retrospect, she saw things that didn’t add up: Richard’s uncle had died and left them money. The 
couple bought a car and kept the rest of the money in a joint account. One day, Linda went looking for 
the statement book and couldn’t find it. 

Their finances were in ruins. Her trust in Richard was 
truly shaken. “The strangest thing for me is I'm not a 
gambler of any kind,” says Linda. “For me it’s: I worked 
hard for this and I want to keep it a bit longer. So it kind 
of blew me away.” 

But Linda has always been a practical person, so she 
didn’t spend a lot of time dwelling on the anger and 
guilt. “Survival kicked in,” says Linda. “I had to make 
sure the kids were OK. I just thought ‘This is what we 
have to do’ and I came up with a plan.” 

Our research shows that approximately 3.4% of 
Ontarians have a moderate to severe gambling 
problem. In Niagara Region, this would equate to 
approximately 11,600 adults. RGC research also 
shows that approximately one in ten Ontarians 
report being negatively affected by someone else’s 
gambling. This means that another 34,200 people 
in Niagara Region are estimated to be negatively 
impacted. 

Free and confidential resources are available. Many agencies also provide help for family members 
and friends of the gambler.

the neonicotinoid family 
of pesticides. 

"I don’t think neonico- 
tinoids are that bad,” 
Dubanow said, admitting 
his view is not shared by 
the Ontario Beekeepers 
Association. 

Neonicotinoids are 
applied as a coating to 
99% of com seeds and 
65% of soybean seeds. 

Health Canada’s pest 
management regulatory 


agency (PMRA) has 
acknowledged the effects 
of neonics on pollinators 
and implemented protec¬ 
tive measures for their use 
for the 2014 planting sea¬ 
son, including limiting 
the amount of dust 
released during the seed¬ 
ing process. The dust con¬ 
taining neonics, which is 
a neurotoxin, is believed 
to be a contributor to the 
decline in pollinators as 
the settled dust runs off 
the land in rainwater into 
ditches and is consumed 
by bees and other insects 
and birds. 

In late 2013, the 
European Union institut¬ 
ed a two-year moratorium 
on the use of neonics in 
the face of declining 
honey bee populations. 

Here in Canada, the 
National Farmers Union 
in 2013 called for a “five- 


year moratorium on the 
use of the neonicotinoid 
seed treatments for field 
crops and for indepen¬ 
dent research to be 

In September, a group 
of Ontario beekeepers 
served notice they were 
seeking class-action sta¬ 
tus to sue Bayer (Crop 
Science) and Syngenta, 
claiming the companies 
were negligent in the 
manufacture, sale and 
distribution of neonics in 
Ontario that caused bee¬ 
keepers financial losses 
and were seeking $450 
million. 

Minister ofAgriculture, 
Food and Rural Affairs Jeff 
Leal announced in July he 
was moving to limit the 
amount of neonicotinoids 
applied to Ontario’s farm 
fields.

Last Tuesday, Gord Miller, 
Ontario commissioner on 
the environment, released 
an annual report with a 
scathing commentary on the 
use of neonicotinoids, and 
referred to them as “the big¬ 
gest threat to the structure 
and ecological integrity of 
the ecosystem that I have 
encountered in my life.” 

He urged the province to 
phase out the use of neonic¬ 
otinoids. 

Dubanow, a fourth-gen¬ 
eration beekeeper of 20 
years, said he believes a 
decline in the bee popula¬ 
tion is more likely the results 
of drought, varroa mites, dis¬ 
eases or beekeepers not pay¬ 
ing close enough attention to 
the hygiene of hives. 

He cited as an example 
the health of his bees feeding 
at a clover field in Niagara- 
on-the-Lake this summer 
where com was planted last 


“My bees were collecting 
clover (pollen and nectar) 
from the beginning of June 
till now, and that means my 
bees should be poisoned 
from the systemic neonicoti¬ 
noids which are in the 
ground, because the pollen 
and the nectar would be 
sucking up those poisons 
from the ground ... my bees 
haven't died.” 

Dubanow said beekeep¬ 
ers who claims neonics have 
killed their bees should pro¬ 
vide proof by having their 
dead bees and honey tested 
for confirmation, "but they’re 
not doing that.” 

Dubanow said if neonico¬ 
tinoids were behind colony 
collapses, it would be promi¬ 
nent in Western Canada 
where 100% of canola seeds 
are coated in the pesticide, 
but beekeepers there have 
not reported mass die-offs.

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Blog rant blasts Marineland owner for keeping animals

After a few glasses of 
wine on Thanksgiving 
night, a tipsy Joel 
Zimmerman decided to 
blog about Marineland. 

About an hour later, 
his 3 million Twitter and 
9.3 million Facebook fol¬ 
lowers received a lengthy 


Deadmau5 rant blasting 
one of his hometown’s 
biggest tourist attrac¬ 
tions. 

For a post titled 'Deer 
Marineland,’ Zimmerman 
ripped both the park and 
its protesters, urged the 
owner to remove all ani¬ 
mals, then raised the pos¬ 
sibility of buying the park 
himself: “I’m probably 
not far off, so you might 
wanna hop on this...,’’ he 
posted at about 10 p.m. 
Monday night. 

When contacted by 
The Review later that 
night, Zimmerman said 
he was serious about 
crowdsourcing enough 
funds with his own to 


purchase the 53-year-old 
facility from owner John 
Holer and transform it 
into a theme park with 
the profits shared among 
the investors. 

“It’s hard for me to see 
impossibilities after 
everything that’s hap¬ 
pened in the last 10 years,” 
said one of the world’s 
most popular (and 
wealthiest) electronic 
music producers. “So as 
long as I’m motivated and 
can see past the despair 
of what potential road¬ 
blocks might stop me 
from achieving a goal... 
even if it’s half-baked... 
then there’s no stopping 


Word spread quick 
Monday night, with sev¬ 
eral music sites repeating 
the post verbatim. Local 
animal rights activists 
also rallied behind the 
rant, despite 

Zimmerman’s disdain for 
their protests. 

“Do these types of ani¬ 
mal activists realize how 
INACTIVE they are by 
holding signs and singing 
songs?,” saidZimmerman. 
“I think, by definition, I’m 
more of an activist. I have 
a plan to do something, 
and I'm going to try to set 
my plan in action.” 

Activist Phil Demers, a 
Marineland whistleblow¬ 
er being sued by the park 


for $1.5 million, feels 
Zimmerman is "out of 
line" belittling his efforts, 
but realizes a celebrity of 
Deadmau5’s stature could 
make a huge difference. 

“If he can create more 
change in 10 minutes 
than we’ve created since 
2012, then the future is 
bright indeed.” 

Marineland spokes¬ 
woman Ann Marie 
Rondinelli was unavail¬ 
able for comment 
Tuesday. Marineland 
closed for the season on 
Sunday. 

In his profanity-laced 
post, Zimmerman wrote 
going animal-free would 
earn Marineland “world¬ 


wide” acclaim, and likely 
reduce operating costs - 
he doesn’t know how 
much it costs to keep a 
fish in a huge tank, he 
said, "but I kinda have a 
good idea how much a 
rollercoaster costs and 

parable.” 

Forbes listed 

Deadmau5’s worth at $21 
million last year, but 
Zimmerman himself has 
tweeted it’s closer to $35 
million. Last week, he 
completed the purchase 
of a $5 million estate in 
Campbellville, ON.

Zimmerman, 33, grew up in 
Niagara Falls and went to 
Westlane high school. He said 
he hasn’t been to Marineland 
since he was in Grade 9, main¬ 
ly for the rides. 

“To be honest, the animals 
beingthere...it’skinda depress¬ 
ing to walk by the bear pen 
and seeing some of that en 
route to the next ride...kinda 
puts me on a downer.” 

He added that during his 
last trip, an employee poured 
a bucket of “salt or something” 
into the bear compound. A 
gust of wind blew some of it 
into his eyes and he had to 


receive first aid. 

“Haven’t been back since." 

Marineland has been under 
intense pressure from activists 
since 2012 when former 
employee Demers spoke out 
against the park. In turn, 
Marineland has filed six law¬ 
suits totaling $14.25 million 
against three whistleblowers, 
two advocates and the Toronto 
Star newspaper. 

On Sunday, several hun¬ 
dred protesters began arriving 
at about noon and lined up 
along the fence on Portage 
Rd., in front of Marineland to 
voice their concerns about 
animals that are kept in cap- 

The annual Thanksgiving 


weekend protest was quieter 
than usual because now there 
are court orders in place that 
prohibit some of the organiz¬ 
ers from using megaphones or 
bullhorns. 

Some participants held up 
signs and yelled out to cus¬ 
tomers who were waiting in 
line hoping to discourage 
them from entering the park. 

Niagara Regional Police had 
a few officers in the area direct¬ 
ing traffic and keeping an eye 
on the situation, which 
remained peaceful. The pro¬ 
testers remained off the road 
and stayed a few feet back 
from the fence. Some were 
holding their signs so they 
could be seen by passing 


motorists, while others direct¬ 
ed them to those who were 
getting off buses or waiting in 
line to go inside. 

Zimmerman says “only 
good” could come from a 
Marineland transformation at 
this point.
